Survivors include his wife, 
Agnes; one brother, Howard Mc- 
Gouirk, of West Florida, two 
sisters, Mrs. Luddie Lassater of 
West Florida nad Mrs. Cora Nor- 
ton of Miami.

Okeelanta Sugar 
Mill In New Hands 


SOUTH BAY—The Okeelanta 
Sugar Cooperative which has been 
in receivership and operated by 
the Bank of Cooperatives in ‘Co- 
lumbia for the last several years 
has recently’ been sold to Salvis- 
tiano Garcia y Diaz of Havana, 
according to reports received here. 
The price was approximately $3,- 
600,000. 

The mill and refinery establish- 
ed originally by Puerto Rican in- 
vestors on sawgrass land adjacent 
to U. S. 27 some 5 miles South of 
South Bay was taken over by the 
Bank of Columbia and placed on a 
paying basis, the plant operating 
with net profit during the last twc 
years. 

M. L. Quintana, operating di- 
rector for the new owner, is ex- 
pected to take over the active 
management of the mill in the 
near future and announce policies. 

It is expected that the facilities 
will be expanded and that the mill 
operator: will continue contracts 
with individual growers for cane 
on high warm land adjacent tc 
Leake Okeechobee in order to ex- 
tend thè grinding season as in the 
past. z
